of creamery butter made in other states are sold 
in Anniston, and this despite the fact that we 
produce here an excellent grade of domestic but­ 
ter. 
Why should not Anniston-made creamery 
butter take the place here of the imported kind ? 
The dairy and creamery business in the North 
and West has grown to huge proportions. It has 
become one of the chief agricultural industries in 
many of the most prosperous states of the Cen­ 
tral West, and it has resulted in eliminating scrub 
dairy stock from the farms, because successful 
dairying cannot be done with poor dairy stock. 
To produce the raw material, milk, cows must be 
good milkers. And to produce milk with suffi­ 
cient butter-fat to make it worth while for dairy 
purposes, cows must be of fine stock. No other 
kind can give milk of the richness that dairying 
requires. 
Consequently dairy farmers soon see 
the wisdom of doing away with scrub stock and 
introducing instead stock of good pedigree with 
good records for producing butter-fat. 
It would be an easy matter for most of the 
^labama farmers to have good dairy stock anti 
tnake money 
selling creamery products. Those 
who have tried it have found it profitable. There 
already is a tendency to improve the dairy stock 
in this state, and the tendency is being encour­ 
aged by county demonstration agents and the 
Extension service at 
Auburn.. County 
Agent 
Prentice, of this county, in a recent article in 
The Star expressed a preference for Jerseys. Oth­ 
ers may prefer some other strain of cattle, but 
all should wish to have stock with good records 
and of registered strain, when it has been so con­ 
clusively proven that a blood cow will produce 
several times as much milk, cream and butterfat 
as a scrub animal, and will cost no more for up­ 
keep. 
The 180,000 pounds of creamery butter sold in 
Birmingham and bhe other hundreds of thou­ 
sands of pounds sold in other Alabama cities 
could easily be Alabama butter instead of Mis­ 
souri, Illinois or Ohio product, and the profit on 
it then would stay in this state and help to en­ 
rich our own people.—Anniston Star.
